Speirs  Medal  Recipient 


Mr.  Norsworthy  is  a  native  Montrealer,  born  in  1921.  Upon  completing 
his  studies  at  Selwyn  House  School,  which  was  then  located  on 
Redpath  Street  and  did  not  offer  a  full  college  entrance  education, 
Mr.  Norsworthy  continued  his  education  at  Bishops  College  School.  Following 
graduation,  he  entered  McGill  University  in  the  fall  of  1939.  However,  like  so 
many  of  his  contemporaries,  he  put  off  his  education  upon  completion  of  his 
freshman  year  to  join  the  services. 

After  training  with  the  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force,  Mr.  Norsworthy  saw 
extensive  service  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  Europe.  He  flew  night  fighters  and 
day  fighter  bombers,  and  led  the  439th  Squadron  on  bombing  runs  when  the 
Allied  Armies  stormed  the  Normandy  beaches  on  D-Day.  For  that  and  other 
actions  during  World  War  II,  he  was  awarded  the  Distinguished  Flying  Cross. 

After  the  war,  Mr.  Norsworthy  returned  to  McGill,  graduating  with  a  BA  in 
1947.  He  continued  his  post-graduate  studies  at  Harvard,  where  he  received  a 
Master  of  Business  Administration  in  1949.  He  immediately  went  to  work  at 
Alcan  Aluminum  Limited,  holding  a  number  of  positions  in  finance,  sales,  and 
marketing  in  Canada,  Britain,  and  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Norsworthy 's  tie  to  the  school  was  not  only  as  an  Old  Boy  but  as  a  par- 
ent. His  two  sons,  Gordon  '64  and  Thomas  '70,  attended  the  school.  He  was 
first  elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors  in  1960.  He  became  Chairman  of  the 
Board  from  1964  until  1967,  which  were  historic  and  transitional  years  for 
Selwyn  House.  The  school  had  just  changed  location  from  Redpath  Street  to 
Cote  St.  Antoine  in  Westmount,  and  much  of  the  building  was  still  under  con- 
struction as  the  school's  population  and  curriculum  expanded.  Also  in  1963-64, 
the  Board  made  the  important  decision  to  extend  the  school  to  include  all  eleven 
grades,  therefore  offering  a  full  college  entrance  education  for  the  first  time  since 
its  founding. 

In  1967,  Mr.  Norsworthy  was  transferred  to  Toronto  on  business.  However, 
upon  his  return  to  Montreal  in  1976,  he  was  asked  to  rejoin  the  Selwyn  House 
Board  of  Directors  as  Chairman.  His  second  term  as  Chairman  also  proved  to  be 
challenging  and  wrought  with  change  for  the  school,  as  a  Board  committee  rec- 
ommended the  introduction  of  the  French  Immersion  programme.  The  school 
also  bought  its  first  computers  during  this  period. 

Mr.  Norsworthy  retired  from  the  business  world  in  1984,  and  joined  the  fac- 
ulty of  the  McGill  School  of  Business,  teaching  courses  in  Industrial  Marketing. 
He  retired  from  teaching  in  1990. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Norsworthy  live  in  Hudson,  Qc,  where  they  are  often  visited 
by  their  children  and  seven  grandchildren. 


The  Speirs  Medal 


The  Speirs  Medal  is  presented  each 
year  at  Founder's  Day  to  the  person 
whom  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
school  feel  has  made  a  significant 
contribution  to  the  Selwyn  House 
Community  over  the  years. 


Dr.  Robert  Speirs 

Dr.  Robert  Speirs  was  Headmaster  of  Selwyn  House 
School  from  1945  to  1971.  During  this  time,  the  school 
moved  from  Redpath  Street  to  its  present  location.  Also, 
Grades  10  and  1 1  were  added  so  a  student  could  stay  at  the 
school  for  his  complete  elementary  and  secondary  education. 

Dr.  Speirs  was  a  wonderful  person  who  touched  all  those 
around  him.  He  impressed  upon  the  students  the  value  and 
pleasure  of  warmth  in  human  relations.  Dr.  Speirs  will  be 
remembered  as  one  of  the  great  Headmasters  of  Selwyn 
House.

Captain  Algernon  Lucas 

Captain  Lucas  was  born  in  England  on  November  7, 
1879.  He  graduated  from  Selwyn  College,  Cambridge,  in 
1903,  after  which  he  came  to  Canada  and  taught  at  a  school 
in  Brockville. 

In  1908,  Captain  Lucas  started  Lucas  School  with  seven 
pupils  in  a  small  flat  on  Crescent  Street.  Within  two  years, 
the  school  moved  into  a  house  on  Mackay  Street. 

Captain  Lucas  transferred  ownership  of  the  school  to  Mr. 
Macaulay  in  1912,  in  order  to  pursue  a  career  as  an  insur- 
ance broker.  In  1914,  Captain  Lucas  went  to  England  and 
secured  a  commission  in  the  Life  Guards.  He  was  wounded 
in  France  and,  whilst  convalescing  in  Ireland,  was  killed  by  a 
sniper's  bullet  in  1916. 


Mr.  Colin  Campbell  Macaulay 

Mr.  Macaulay  arrived  in  Montreal  in  September,  1911. 
He  was  an  old  friend  of  Captain  Lucas,  as  they  had  obtained 
their  degrees  from  Selwyn  College  at  the  same  time.  Mr. 
Macaulay  taught  at  Lower  Canada  College  for  a  year  before 
taking  over  the  Lucas  School  from  Captain  Lucas.  It  was  the 
association  of  the  first  two  headmasters  with  their  common 
Alma  Mater  that  led  Mr.  Macaulay  to  rename  the  school, 
Selwyn  House. 

Mr.  Macaulay  retired  in  1929.  He  returned  to  England 
where  he  died  in  1958  at  the  age  of  83. 

In  this  its  eighty-seventh  year,  the  school  has  grown  to  its 
present  size  of  535  pupils  and  now  occupies  two  buildings  in 
Westmount. 

In  honour  of  Captain  Lucas  and  Mr.  Macaulay,  and  in 
celebration  of  the  opening  of  the  new  building  in  1986,  two 
plaques  were  unveiled.  The  Macaulay  plaque,  donated  by  the 
graduates  of '86,  was  designed  for  the  new  building,  and  the 
Lucas  plaque  identifies  the  main  building.
